T he Corcoran Gallery of Art is most fortunate in opening its 
fall season with an exhibition of 20th century American art 
selected from the distinguished collection of paintings, drawings and 
sculpture which Edith Gregor Halpert has acquired with such dis¬ 
crimination during the course of her long and successful career as 
Director of The Downtown Gallery in New York. 

This is a living collection of vast importance. Mrs. Halpert has 
always had an extraordinary eye for quality. Deeply involved in the 
emerging new ideas of contemporary expression as a young student, 
she was drawn early into the turbulence of art life of New York. Since 
1926, as Director of The Downtown Gallery, she has been in a position 
to encourage and support promising talent, winning the friendship and 
respect of the many artists she has sponsored.

This exhibition contains 166 objects, culled from Mrs. Halpert’s 
comprehensive collection by Bartlett H. Hayes, Jr., Director of the 
Addison Gallery of American Art and a well-known authority in this 
field. Negotiations are in progress to find a permanent home for this 
collection in the Nation’s capital which will enrich the extensive cover¬ 
age of the art of this country already in Washington.
